On motion of Mr. Evans, 
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The further election of temporary officers was dispensed 
with. 

Mr. Evans moved that a committee of three (3) be ap- 
pointed to examine credentials.

Would most respectfully submit the following as their re- 
port: l 
The disagreement of your committee is upon the establish- 
ment of the western boundary line and the area to be embraced 
in the proposed county. The division of Walla Walla county 
has been canvassed fora long time past and within the last 
three months openly and directly by the citizens of that county 
looking to definite action on the part of the present Legislative 
Assembly. Conferences between leading citizens of both sec- 
tions of the county, in view of making an equitable division 
agreed. upon the range line between Ranges 87 and 88 East, as 
the basis of such division, leaving to the citizens in townships 
on either side of said Range to determine which county they 
would prefer to to be included in. In townships 12,11 and 10 
N., R. 37 E., there are but few settlers and they prefer to be 
inchided in the new county. Of townsnips 9, 8 and 7, of N., 
Range 37 E., many of the citizens favored being included within 
the new county, but it was regarded as an act of injustice to the 
old county to attempt to include them. The same can be said 
in reference to township No. 7 N., Range 38 E. 


Within the lines established in the bill introduced there 
are about 700 voters, and 551 of the bona fde voters and tax- 
payers of this number have petitioned for a new county organ- 
ization, and we are reliably informed that 100 more of the 700 
will he forwarded asking for favorable action from your Hon- 
orable Body. The petitioners within the proposed limits of the 
new county in the first consideration of this matter, deemed it 
but just and in accordance with an equitable decision, that the 
new county, considering the large amount of taxes contributed 
in the past for the direct and exclusive benefit of the people 
who will remain in the old county; thet they should have at 
least $1,000,000 worth of the assessable property, but upon an 
examination of the assessment rolls and careful estimates made 
of the expenses of a new county organization, about $750,000 
of the assessable property was deemed suficient, and would 
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permit of a more satisfactory division of territory. Within the 
limits of the proposed new county there isa large amount of 
land embraced within the mountains not even : accessible for the 
purpose of securizig timber; also a large amount of high and 
broken land only fit for grazing purposes for a very limited 
amount of stock on account of the absence of and the’ inability 
of stock raisers to secure water. Thé lines’ established in the 
bill and by us recommended for favorable consideration about 
equally divide the lands fit for agricultural purposes and give 
the new county but about one-fourth of the assessable property. 
The old county will, with this division, then be the first county 
in the Territory, both in point of wealth and population. If 
you deem the wislies of a majority paramount to the rights of a 
minority, then your honorable body must determine that we 
are to be further taxed without representation in the manage- 
ment of our own local affairs. We will further ‘represent that 
the development of the best interests of both portions of Walla 
Walla county as well as the interests of the entire Territory will 
be best subserved by the proposed new county organization as 
provided for in H. B. 1. l i
